The world doesn’t hear 
music much sweeter or better, because 
Samaroff and Kreisler alike rank with 
the greatest living artists in the use of 
their chosen instruments of melody, and 
for this reason, as also for the good 
cause to be aided, the Odeon was crowd- 
ed to the doors by a notably brilliant 
audience. 

In immediate prestige it may be that 
Mme. Samaroff had the advantage, in- 
asmuch as her praises have just been 
sung in an exquisite sonnet by William 
Watson, who would be England’s poet 
laureate right now if the laureateship

nate. One became profoundly interest- 
ed, even as in a play—and I feel very 
sure that the artists themselves were 
thrilled by the inspiration of the even- 
ing’s rivalry, because I have never heard 
either play as they vere under these 
latest conditions, 


To my thinking, Kreisler. was heard 
at his best in the final movement of the 
Haendel sonata in D major, a splendidly 
true and thoughtful achievement: in the 
exquisite group of old Italian composl- 

tions, including the Pugnant prelude and 
allegro, the Couperin changon, and the 
Tartini variations on a Corelli theme; 
in the appealingly pensive Dvorak can- 
zonetta, and, for quaint novelty’s sake, 
the first of the two old Vienna valses of 
Lanner’s composing. Already a prime 
favorite with St. Louis music-lovers, 

this great violinist last night commend- 
ed himself afresh to their liking, his 
fine earnestness, his mastery of his in-

Milton’s, ‘‘yéet on herself the lowliest 
tasks did lay.’ With no education as 


la draftsman, he consecrated bimself as 


a’ church architect and sich was the 
power of his inspired determination. that 


jhe became the ‘builder’ in his. sect. He 


was equally learned in.the Scriptures and 
‘In carpentry, masonry and other bulld- 


: ing industries and his skill in these wide- 


ly separated departments was equally 
devoted to the cause which he held 


@ieacred. or him the handicrafts . be- 
. came devout. 


Sought New Fields. 
The pioneer spirit in him was un-. 


Tduenchavie. As soon ag he lad, or-| 
ganized a new congregation, erected 


a house of worship for } it and: seen it on 
the way to prosperity and usefulness, 
he became dissatisfied and moved on to. 
another conquest. While a young 
church was struggling for existence, he 
was the indomitable captain who would 


live with his wife in a back room of 


the church rather than put- his fodllow- 
ers to the expense of a parsonage. But 
when he had once put the congregation 
firmly on its feet he hastened forward 
to’ another spiritual frontier. 

When he came to 8st. Louis ‘tn 1888 
there were two churches: of the Christian 
denomination in the city. One was thé 
old First Church, at Seventeenth and 
Olive streets,.of-which he became pas- 
tor. ‘The other. wag the Central Church, 


/which ig now Hibernia Hall on Finney 


avenue.’. His ‘first work was to build 
the present First: Church, at 3126 Locust 
stfeét. No sooner was this accomplished 
than he resigned to organize another 
congregation in North St.. Louis; which 
became the Second Church,. at Eleventh 
and’ Tyler streets. 
Ballt St. Louis Churches. 

Coming next to the West End, he drew 
plang for and helped’*build two new 
churches; »one .the .Hammett Place 
Church on’ Marcus avenue, and the other 
the former West End Church; on Ham- 
ilton avenue, which has developed into 
the Hamilton Avenue Christian Church. 
Moving next upon the South Sida he 
built the..Compten Heights Christian 
Church, at California and St. Vincent 


avéhues. Then he invaded. St. Louis | 


Courity and grganized and built the 
Christian Church at Tuxedo Park. He 
built the old Mount Cabanne Church 
also, at King’s highway and Morgan 
street. 

Other congregations which he mus- 


worship are in Troy, N. Y., Pittsburg, 
Allegheny City and ‘Philadelphia, Pa., 
Danville; Covington and Lexington, Ky., 
Franklin and Greenburg, Ind., and Mo- 


Eberly, Mo. 4 
He was stricken down in his prime,

Parsons, once engineer: of the 
John Bull, has just died in Camden. 
The first rail of the first American 
railroad was laid July 4, 1828, by Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton, then the only liv- 
ing signer of the Declaration.

The sudden military séxecution of 
Francisco Ferrey caused. profound emo- 
tion throughout the civilized world.
